WASHINGTON (AP) -Another round 


of rapid food-price increases is on the 
way and American consumers may have 
to wait six months before there is a letup, 
President Nixon's top economist says. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, offered consumers only one con- 
solation Friday in an otherwise grim 
price forecast. 


He told newsmen that the food-price 


increases over the next six months may 
be "in the ballpark" of a 10 per cent 
annual rate, half the increase of the first 
six months of 1973. 


Stein said there is solid evidence that 


the worst inflation in more than 20 years 
is receding. "We have passed the worst 
of the economic fever of 1973," he said. 


Not only did Stein foresee continued 


sharp food-price increases, but he said 
industrial-commodity prices also will 
show rapid advances before tapering off 
next year. 


The administration believes that the 


rate of inflation will decline to about an 
annual rate of 3.5 per cent in the middle 
of next year after the price surge has run 
its course. 


Stein said it may be toward the end of 


1974 before there are actual declines in 
food prices. 


He said it will take six months before 


supply of food catches up with consumer 
demand, which he said will continue to 
be fueled by rising incomes. 


Stein conceded the administration 


made matters worse through its 
economic-control program. He said the 
nation probably would have been better 
off if Nixon had not put ceilings on meat 
prices back in May. 


And he said the effort to hold down 


farm prices, through a 60-day freeze in 
midsummer, had an adverse effect on 
supply. 
Immunity 
for Agnew 
argued 


BALTIMORE (AP) - Vice President 


Spiro T. Agnew has no constitutional 
immunity from criminal prosecution, 
the Justice Department argues. 


Replying Friday to legal questions 


raised by Agnew's lawyers, U. S. 
Solicitor General Robert H.~Bork said in 
a written brief that only the president 
has such immunity. 


Lawyers for Agnew have sought to halt 


the federal grand jury- investigation of 
the vice president, contending Agnew 
must be impeached before he can be 
criminally prosecuted. 


In other developments in the Agnew 


case Friday: 


—The federal prosecutors met for 


more than two hours with Jerome Wolff, 
the engineering consultant and former 
Agnew aide who is expected to be a key 
witness next week before the grand jury. 


-Agnew lawyers issued subpoenas for 


newsmen representing six publications 
and two broadcast networks, seeking to 
force the reporters to reveal the source 
of news leaks concerning the Agnew 
investigation. 


-The White House declined to predict 


what President Nixon might do" if Ag- 
new's lawyers tried to force testimony 
from administration officials about the 
news leaks. 


In its 23-page brief, the Justice 


Department said the Constitution is 
silent about criminal immunity for the 
vice president and therefore "no im- 
munity exists." 


The government pointed out that no 


impeachment preceded the murder in- 
dictment of Aaron Burr, Thomas Jef- 
ferson's vice president, in the early 1800s 
or that of Otto Kerner, a federal appeals 
judge convicted this year in Illinois of 
conspiracy, fraud, perjury, bribery and 
income tax evasion. 


The brief said that to grant the vice 


president's contention that impeach- 
ment must precede indictment would 
make a failure by Congress to impeach 
equal to a grant of immunity from 
criminal prosecution. 


House Speaker Carl Albert has 


rejected the vice president's request for 
immediate House investigation of the 
case but he left the door open for a future 
handling of the matter by the House. 


The Justice Department brief said the 


statute of limitations would expire as 
early as Oct. 26 on "some of the possible 
illegal activities being investigated." 


Killer of 'dead' man to be tried 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - A 39-year- 


old automobile polisher has been or- 
dered to stand trial in the shooting death 
of a man whose brain was dead but 
whose heart was kept alive for a 
transplant. 


The defendant's attorney argued that 


his client should not stand trial for 
murder because the victim's heart was 
still beating when it was removed from 
the body. 


Albert W. Meloling, deputy district 


attorney in Alameda County, said the 


case could establish a new definition of 
death in California. 


After two days of medical and police 


testimony, Municipal Court Judge Staf- 
ford P. Buckley ordered Andrew D. 
Lyons of Oakland on Friday to stand trial 
Oct. 26 on a charge of murdering Samuel 
M. Allen, 29, on Sept. 10. Allen was killed 
by a shot to the head. 


"All the time they're taking tests and 


pronouncing him (Allen) dead, the heart 
and other vital organs are merrily 
pumping away," Lyons' attorney, John 
Cruikshank, said during the preliminary 


hearing. 


Allen's heart was kept beating ar- 


tificially before it was removed at 
Highland Hospital here, flown to Stan- 
ford 
University Hospital 
and 


transplanted Sept. 12 into Biaine Wixom 
52, of Salt Lake City. 


Allen had been pronounced dead after 


his brain showed no electrical activity 
and he was unresponsive to stimuli, had 
no reflexes and was unable to breathe for 
himself. 


Cruikshank contends the victim 


wasn't dead because his heart was 


beating, although his brain showed no 
life. 


"I think medical science is jumping at 


organs for transplant. What was on the 
doctor's rnind: a heart or an individual," 
he said. 


"I submit the definition of death in 


modern medicine is different from the 
definition of the 1940s and 1950s," 
Meloling said. "In the last 20 years, the 
era of organ transplant has made it 
necessary to evolve an entirely different 
concept of death, brain death""

Two juveniles arrested in Boston 
in gang slaying of old fisherman 


BOSTON (AP) -Two teenagers have 


been charged in the killing of a 65- 
year-old fisherman, one of two white 
persons slain by gangs of black youths 
here this week. 


The juveniles, one 15 and the other 16, 


were arraigned Friday on charges of 
delinquency by reason of murder and 
robbery. One of them was held in 320,000 
bail and the other in 530,000 bail. 


They were turned over by the 


Dorchester District Court to the state 
Youth Services Board, police said. 


Police said they still were seeking 


other persons in connection with the 
Thursday robbery-homicide of Ludivico 
Louis Barba. 


He was fishing in a bay near the 


Columbia Point housing project when 


police said he was pelted with rocks by 
youths, stabbed with his own knife and 
robbed. 


Police termed an earlier report that 


Barba had been stoned to death an 
"unfortunate mistake." They said the 
group of youths had thrown stdnes at him 
but an autopsy showed his death had 
been caused by multiple stab wounds. 
Police said that within'20 minutes of the 
incident, a white man moving furniture 
into an apartment at the project was 
robbed and stabbed several times in the 
back. He was listed in fair condition at a 
Boston hospital early today. 


The two youths charged with Barba's 


death are black, and police said the 
youths who attacked the delivery man 
were black. 


Police Supt. Jeremiah P. Sullivan said 


the incidents were "definitely tied 
together." 


Tne other murder victim, Evelyn R. 


W'agler, 24. died early Wednesday in 
Roxbury after she was forced to pour 
gasoline on herself in an alley and then 
was set afire. She was to be buried in 
Wisconsin today. She was white and had 
moved into Roxbury a few davs earlier. 


Before she died, she identified three of 


her attackers as blacks who had threat- 
ened her the night before on the same 
street. She said the three had told her to 
move out of the neighborhood. 


U.S. Atty. James Gabrie: announced 


that t-El agents had been called into the 
case under a federal law prohibiting 
coercion or intimidation cf a person 
seeking to buv or rent a house. 


1 8 Chicago policemen convicted 


CHICAGO (AP) -A high-ranking 


police official and 18 former subor- 
dinates have been convicted in connec- 
tion with an alleged plot to squeeze 
payoffs out of tavern operators in 
Chicago's North Side nightclub district. 


Capt. Clarence Braasch, formerly 


chief of traffic police, and the others 
f9und guilty were suspended after the 
U. S. District Court jury returned its 
verdicts Friday, Deputy Supt. Mitchell 
Ware announced. 


"I hope that this verdict will not 


diminish the respect of the public for 
the honest 95 per cent of the depart- 
ment's members," Ware said in a state- 
ment. 


Braasch, 46, was the highest-ranking 


Chicago police official ever convicted on 
charges of corruption. It also was the 
largest number of policemen found 
guilty in one trial. 


Four policemen tried in the case were 


acquitted of all charges by the jury of 
five men and seven women that 
deliberated more than 17 hours. The 
trial began Aug. 6. 


Several jurors wiped tears from their 


eyes as the clerk slowly read off the 
verdicts. Wives of the convicted 
policemen sobbed. 


"They're innocent," one woman 


surrounded by comforting relatives 
wailed. "He didn't do it. I know he 
didn't do it." 


Braasch and all other 18 policemen 


found guilty of extortion could receive a 
maximum penalty of 20 years in prison 
and S10,qop fines. 


In addition, Braasch and the 14 also 


convicted of perjury face a further 
maximum penalty of five years in 
prison and $5,000 fines. 


Judge William J. Bauer set Oct. 19 for 


a hearing on post-trial motions. 


Fifty-three tavern operators, includ- 


ing Anthony G. Angelos, Gov. Daniel 
Walker's ill-fated nominee for state 
insurance director, testified for the 
prosecution that they were compelled to 
make payoffs to police in the Chicago 
Avenue District to avoid harassment. 


Four one-time vice detectives in the 


district testified that the "SlOO-a-moruh 
vice club" was formed at a meeting in 
1966, shortly after Braasch became 
commander of the district, which takes 
in the Rush Street and Old Town areas. 


Braasch and eight ether defendants 


testified that they knew nothing of 
payoffs from tavern owners and never 
took pan in any conspiracy. 


The federal investigation began in 


late 1970. A grand jury was sworn in in 
February 1971 and returned the indict- 
ment Dec. 29. 


The federal government obtained 


jurisdiction in the extortion case under 
the Hobbs Act, which bars interference 
with goods sold in interstate commerce, 
in this instance liquor. 


After the verdicts were read, the 


bespectacled, gray-haired Braasch left 
the Dirksen Federal Building, telling 
newsmen his attorney instructed him 
not to comment on the case. He went to 
his car parked nearby and drove off 
alone. 


Air, sea and ground battles raged 


today on Israel's front lines with Syria 
and Egypt, threatening to plunge the 
Middle East into its widest conflict since 
the 1967 war. 


Cairo Radio announced that Egyptian 


troops crossed the Suez Canal to engage 
Israeli forces in the occupied Sinai. The 
crossing, the first since 1967, was made 
after Israeli forces tried to "seize part of 
our land on the western bank of the 
canal," the radio said. 


"The engagements still are under way 


on the eastern bank of the Suez," ft 
added. 


Dogfights between Syrian and Israeli 


jets swirled over the cease-fire line along 
the occupied Golan Heights in the 
northeast corner of Israel. 


Sirens sounded throughout Israel, 


forcing thousands from their homes in a 
partial mobilization of forces within 
hours after the end of the solemn Jewish 
Yom Kippur fast. 


"The Israeli forces are in action 


against the aggressors," said a military 
spokesman in Tel Aviv. 


Egypt announced in Cairo that Israeli 


jets attacked its positions at Zafra and 
Sukhna near the southern end of the Suez 
Canal. The waterway has been the ef- 
fective cease-fire line between Egypt 
and Israel since the Jewish state 
steam-rolled over Egyptian forces in the 
Sinai peninsula in the 1967 conflict. 


Egypt's Middle East News Agency- 


said Egyptian territorial waters and 
those in the vicinity of Egypt and Israel 
are "areas of naval operations" and 
warned foreign embassies in Cairo to 
stay clear. 


"The measure was taken in response 


to the Israeli attack today on the Gulf of 
Suez," the official agency said. 


The danger areas are in both the 


Mediterranean at the northern end of the 
canal and the Red Sea near the Gulf of 
Suez at the canal's southern end, the 
government said. 


Arab radio stations monitored in 


Beirut, Lebanon, canceled regular 
broadcasts and played martial music. 


The first reported fighting broke out 


along the Syrian-Israeli cease-fire line 
about 2 p. m. —8 a.m. EDT —capping a 
week of escalating tension prompted bv 
reports of military buildups and troop 
movements on both sides. 


It was fighting between Israel and 


Syria that tripped the lever in a process 
of increasing confrontation that led to 
the SixDay War of 1967. Israel roundly 
defeated the Arab nations in that en- 
gagement and seized territory from 
Syria along the Golan Heights, from 
Jordan on the West Bank of the Jordan 
River and from Egypt on the Sinai 
peninsula. 


Both sides accused each other of at- 


tacking first in today's battles. 


Earlier this week Syria declared a 100 


per cent military alert with a callup of all 
reserves and retired officers. Israel 
went on alert this morning despite Yorn 
K:ppur. the day of atonement that is the 
Jewish state's most sacred horldav. 


Damascus Radio said Syrian artillery 


returned fire along the 60-mile Golan 
Heights line "to silence enemv posit- 
ions." 


Witnesses in Israel said Syrian shells 


were falling near Israel: settlements ir. 
the occupied territory. 
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Kissinger 
seeks path 
to peace 


NEW YORK (AP) -Secretary OL State 


Henry A. Kissinger has finished a round 
of talks with Arab and Israeli diplomats 
in an effort to find a peaceful solution to 
Middle East problems. 


A U.S. State Department spokesman 


described the meetings Thursday and 
Friday as "a new kind of dialogue" but 
emphasized to newsmen that no new 
U.S. proposals had come out of the dis- 
cussions. 


Kissinger conferred in his hotel suite 


Friday with foreign ministry officials 
from Egypt, Jordan, Lebanon and 
Morocco and on Thursday talked with 
the Israelis and Saudi Arabians. 


"I have the impression he will do his 


best," said Foreign Minister Zuhavr 
Almufti of Jordan after a 25-minute 
session with Kissinger. 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Mohamed 


H. el-Zayyet termed the talks "a frank 
and useful exchange of views." When 
asked if there was a new American peace 
initiative, he quipped to newsmen. 
"They didn't tell me." 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban. 


who spent an hour with Kissinger on 
Thursday, said the conference was 
"very satisfactory in e%-ery way" and 
indicated that there was no U.s". pres- 
sure on Jerusalem to change its position. 


The United States has supported 


Israel's refusal to promise withdrawal of 
its troops from territories occupied after 
the 1967 Middle East war until boun- 
daries have been recognized to replace 
the cease-fire lines. 


Egypt, the main focus of peace efforts 


on the Arab side, has refused to er.ter 
negotiations until the troops are 
withdrawn. 


At another meeting. Kissinger told 


representatives from 23 Latin American 
countries that the United States is 
"serious about starting a new dialogue 
with our friends" in the Western 
Hemisphere. 


Kissinger, the luncheon host tc Latin 


American and Caribbean foreign 
ministers and U.N. ambassadors 
i-riday. said the Nixon administration is 
starting an "urgent examination" of its 
Latin American policy- 


He proposed "a friendship based on 


equality" instead of the past relat- 
ionships, which he described as "alter- 
nating periods of what some of'vou have 
considered intervention with periods of 
neglect."

GREEN BAY, Wis. (AP) -The 


grumbling New York Giants' fans who 
have been offering Coach Alex Webster 
free advice lately may be assumed to 
share two characteristics: 


They all think Norm Snead shouldn't 


be playing quarterback. And they all 
have short memories. 


Upset with the Giants' 1-1-1 regular 


season start following a 6-0 exhibition 
record, the fans would prefer Randy 
Johnson at quarterback. 


The Green Bay Packers probably 


would prefer to face Johnson, too. $ut 
they're likely to see Snead instead when 
the clubs battle at New Haven, Conn, 
Sunday. 


Although Snead is off to a relatively 


slow start—seven interceptions and a 
ranking of only 12th among National 
Football Conference quarterbacks— the 


Packers have utmost respect for his 
capabilities. 


"They can say what they want about 


him, but he's pretty neat back there," 
Packer scout Wally Cruice said of Snead. 
"I think he's the best in pro football at 
dunking the ball to his running backs." 


Obtained by the Giants from 


Minnesota last year after a checkered 11 
year pro career— mostly with 
losers—Snead blended perfectly with 
Webster's short pass, ball control of- 
fense. He proceeded to lead the NFL in 
passing and set a club record completion 
percentage of .603. 


He completed 17 touchdown passes, 


two fewer than leJ^ue co-leaders Billy 
Kilmer and Joe Namath, and was 
tackled for losses only eight times, 
fewest of any regular quarterback in the 
ieague.

Delay action on Padres' move

CINCINNATI (AP) -There will 


probably be another 30-day delay before 
a determination is made on whether to 
keep the San Diego Padres baseball club 
in the West Coast city or transfer them 
to Washington, D.C. 


The National League club owners, 


after a 4> 2-hour meeting Friday, decided 
to give Padres' owner C. Arnholt Smith 
more time, not to exceed 30 days, "to 
consider the possibility of further capital 
investment in the club and the negotiat- 
ions of improved operating conditions to 
permit the franchise to remain in San 
Diego." 


If Smith can't make arrangements, 


the owners' resolution says, there will be 
another meeting "to consider the 
application for the transfer of the 
franchise to Washington." 


The owners' decision to delay did not 


sit well with Joseph Danzansky, the 
Washington supermarket president 
who, along with two others, conditionally 
purchased the Padres from Smith las't 
May for S12 million. 


The condition was the approval of the 


owners of the sale and the transfer to the 
nation's capital which has been without 
major league baseball since Bob Short 
moved the Senators to Texas two years 
ago. 


Charles "Chub" Fenney, National 


League president who made the an- 
nouncement, said Smith, through his- 
attorney C. Hugh Friedman, told the 
owners that he had received "an offer to 
purchase or refinance the club." 


"We have a franchise in San Diego and 


we want to investigate this new 
development to see if we can continue to 
operate the club there," said Feeney. 


He did not mention that the City of San 


Diego intends to sue the Padres and the 
National League for $12 million if the 
club is transfered. The Padres have 16 
years remaining on the lease to the city's 
stadium.

Arrests of itchy-fingered hunters 


marred the opening segment of Wis- 
consin's waterfowl hunting season, but 
state resource managers said the%ltered 
season was generally a success during 
its first week. 


They also predicted good hunting 


ahead as northern flights of ducks make 
their migratory way south in corning 
weeks. 


The season opened Monday and closes 


again Sunday, with the second portion to 
open Oct. 13 and end Nov. 19. 


The Monday opening and split season 


were designed to provide state hunters 
with the earliest and maximum days of 
shooting under federar rules governing 
the hunting of migratory birds. 


But the major change in the state 


waterfowl hunt this season is a point 
system which gives each species a cer- 
tain point value and allows hunters a 
daily bag limit of 100 points. 


Resource officials preparing the rules 


for the hunting season reasoned that 
there would have to be enough light for 
a hunter to identify his prey if the point 
system was to be effective. 


They set the opening time at sunrise, 


later than the normal opening, and the 
time limit left many hunters sitting in 
their blinds watching ducks fly to and 
from feeding areas in the minutes before 
sunrise. 


"It gets pretty light," Pat Burhans, 


conservation warden with the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources at Horicon 
area explained. "These hunters are out 
there and these ducks come over." 
"They think it's the only one they'll get 
a shot at all day,'' he said, "and they 
start shooting." Burhans could provide 
no exact number of arrests for the first 
days of the season, but he said there had 
been a steady stream of arrest reports 
from the wardens operating in his dis- 
trict and in other nearby districts. 


Bob Winnie of the Department of Nat- 


ural Resources' office for southeastern 
Wisconsin agreed that the sunrise 
opening time created a law enforcement 
problem. 


"There was a lot of early shooting all 


over the district and, I understand, 


•< 
pretty well over the state," Winnie said. 


He said one hunter in Waukesha 


County was cited for opening fire at 5:40 
a.m., which was more than one hour 
before sunrise for that day.

enough to see ducks pretty well, these 
guys are going to shoot," Burhans said. 


Winnie and Burnhans said hunters 


reported good results for the first days of 
the season, with blue-winged teal and 
widgeons among the most popular tar- 
gets. "Hunters are pleased with one 
point system," Burhans added. He said 
the "discriminating hunter" who can 
readily identify the different species is 
able to bag seven ducks under the sys- 
tem, since a hunter's final duck of the 
day is the one which puts him over the 
100 mark. Blue-winged and 
green- 


winged teal, widgeon, scaup, shoveler, 
and gadwall are among the ducks with 
the lowest value of 15 points each. 


Canvasback and redhead ducks head 


the list, each worth 100 points and thus 
having a daily bag limit of one. 


Burhans said the split season takes 


advantage of the early migratory flights 
of teal and widgeon as well as the later 
mass migrations of mallards, bluebills 
and other ducks. Those flights can be 
expected when the weather in breeding 
grounds far to the north turns more 
wintry, normally in the final ten days of 
October. 


Winnie said the state could use cold 


and rainy weather for duck hunting, 
"not a bright sun-shiny day" like 
Friday. 


Officials at the Horicon: marsh said 


about 130,000 geese had arrived by 
Thursday, with the peak expected in 
mid-October. 


The goose hunting season, which 


opened Oct. 1 and continues through 
Dec. 9, opens a special 18-day season in 
the Horicon Zone Oct. 11.

will not specifically apply to an in- 
dividual car. At best, it will only be an 
indication of what to expect under 
average conditions. Companies can use 
averages if they wish, instead of 
specific model data. 


Far more valuable -but little known 


— are available figures on auto ac- 
celeration ability, braking power and tire 
strength. For several years, 
the 


government has required" dealers to 
disclose such details, but few have done 
so, and even fewer buyers know about 
the rule. 


Each dealer is required to have this 


information for all cars he sells but not 
for competing brands. A serious 
shopper would then have to go from 
dealer to dealer to make any valid 
comparisons. 


The Department of Transportation 


has compiled all the information an- 
nually into a huge volume, but the 
statistics are arranged by manufac- 
turer, making comparisons rather dif- 
ficult and time consuming. 


Nevertheless, with this information, 


however gathered, a buyer can compare 
cars in relation to pickup quality under 
uniform conditions and distance'it takes 
to stop from a speed of 60 miles per 
hour. The tire factor measures how- 
much extra weight tires can carrv 
safely. 


The government considers this infor- 


mation safety-related but to a new car 
buyer, it can also mean quality. 


Thus, under the name of safety and 


environment, 
the government 
is 


gradually compiling a virtual shopping 
guide of comparative quality data for 
the benefit of auto buvers who care to 
use it.

says that present laws on notaries are so 
outdated that notaries, much less the 
public, cannot understand them fully. 


"Most of these laws were made 200 


years ago, when a lot of people couldn't 
read or write." said Rothman. "A notary 
was needed to draw up and keep on hand 
simple agreements so they could be 
referred to later." 


Many of these functions have been 


taken over by banks, escrow companies, 
attorneys and public recorders' offices, 
he said. Today the notary, who is simply 
an official 
witness 
to certain 


agreements, is mainly concerned with 
making sure people are who they claim 
they are when signing documents.

vary from state to state, making inter- 
slate transactions a problem, said 
Rothman. 


"In Louisiana, for instance, notaries 


are covered under the French system of 
laws that goes back to the time of the 
Louisiana Purchase. They have much 
more power than most notaries; they are 
almost like attorneys." 


To become a notary in some states, a 


person needs only to get the en- 
dorsement of a given number of other 
citizens. In New York and Hawaii, not- 
aries must pass tests, though rather 
simple ones. 


The proposed Uniform State Notary 


Act, written by the association and Yale 
Legislative Services of Yale Law School, 
would set forth standard qualifications 
for notaries. 


A potential notary would have to be a 


U.S. citizen, a qualified voter in his 
state, 18 years old or more, free of felony 
convictions and endorsed by three 
residents of the state.

The judge caiied an impromptu pre- 


trial conference after hearing the com- 
motion raised near his courtroom when 
Mrs. Lastofka appeared for the trial 
with her two children, ages !1 and 8, the 
five cats and the dog. 


In the presence of the arresting of- 


ficer. David Head, Asst. City Atty. 
Richard Hamilton, a court reporter and 
a court clerk, Schaefer asked Mrs. 
Lastofka for an explanation. 


"I feel I am not guilty," she started 


out, "and I'm not paying the fine, and if 
you would like to put me in jail, that is 
under the Huber Law because I have the 
children and myself. We would like to 
go to jail," she continued. "I can't pay 
the fine." 


Schaefer then asked the woman about 


the presence of the pets. 


"They have to be fed, and if I'm 


locked up, somebody has to care for 
them, and I am a solo parent. I have to 
bring the children with me," she 
explained. 


Schaefer wasn't overjoyed by the 


orosoect of having animals'in his court- 
room, so he ordered the cats and dog 
kept outside in the Lastofka car while 
the persons involved proceeded with the 
trial. 


During the trial, a neighbor, John L. 


Steffens, 1428 W. Lawrence St., testified 
that his son reported being chased down 
the street by the Lastofka dog while the 
10-year-old boy was riding his bike on 
July 5.

Boston wants to make it harder for 
young people to get married. 


•The Church is developing a strict new 
set of guidelines aimed at discouraging 
teen-age marriages between Roman 
Catholics, especially those where the 
girl is pregnant. 


The rules will govern what priests 


must do in cases when people under age 
18 want to be married. When pregnancy 
is involved, the age limit will be 21.

two premarital consultations with the 
priest at least six months apart.

President Nixon told passers-by that he may take a trip to 


Europe this fall. The incident says a lot about the 
President's view of ihe United States news media. It mav 
also say more than Mr. Nixon would like about his own 
political maturm But the once highh-touted "year of 
Europe" has been a considerable disappointment A com- 
bination of Watergate reflations, dollar devaluation, 
doubts about United States diplomacy regarding the So\ let 
Union have all contributed. 


The same cannot be said of relations between Japan and 


Europe. 


The new Japanese Prime Minister. Kakuei Tanaka, is 


Crushing up a three week European tour in Moscow next 
week His conference with leading European diplomats and 
economists emphasize the senousmess of the United States 
snubs to Japan in recent years Tanaka \\as enthusiastically 
received in England, France and \\est Germany. But his 
trip to Russia \\ ill not be quite as pleasant 


The Russians and Japanese are at odds on several mat- 


ters These include disputes over fishing rights in the 
Pacific, ownership of the "northern territories" and how 
best to develop Siberia. In the background is still simmer- 
ing resentment of the Japanese to Russia's late entrance 
into World War II, just in time to capture half a million 
Japanese soldiers and keep them imprisoned for ten years and 
to claim the southern half of Sakhalin Island and four 
smaller islands Nevertheless the mutual advantages that 
Japanese financial assistance to Siberian development 
would mean may keep the resentments in the background. 


While in France, England and West Germany, Tanaka 


heard about the advantages for Japan in participating in the 
proposed Atlantic Charter, the United States challenge, so 
far reluctantly accepted in Western Europe, to the Russian 
idea about Asian collective security. Current Russian hard 
line views toward any dilution of ideological differences 
between Communist and non-Communist nations may serve 
to push Western Europe into such a policy. Japan, always 
short of raw materials and consumer goods, must try to 
balance the demands of both sides. Some doubts should be 
aired about the wisdom of any United States move to force 
the Japanese to choose one side or the other. 


Domestic politics have an influence. The northern terri- 


tories is an emotional issue that may carry more weight at 
Japanese polls than the less dramatic matters of East-West 
trade, a united stand on oil from the Middle East, or the 
stifling of dissident opinions in Communist countries. 


Bicycles most hazardous 


The newly established Federal Consumer Product Safety- 


Commission has issued its first list of products which 
appear to be dangerous. But there's a gap in the commis- 
sion operation. 


The list cited bicycles as the most hazardous product, 


with stairs, ramps, landings and non-glass doors as next in 
line. The index is compiled from computerized data which 
takes into account reports on injuries from 119 hospital 
emergency rooms, with a "severity factor" added for 
injuries to children under 10 Eventually, according to 
Richard Simpson, commission chairman, other factors such 
as consumer exposure, voluntary exposure, hidden risk, and 
cost of making the product safer would be taken into ac- 
count in citing products and attempts to set standards. 


Undoubtedly the commission can do a loi of important 


work. Surveys in recent years about dangerous toys availa- 
ble for children have emphasized that regulations are 
needed. But the big vacuum in the commission procedure 
is that there is no attempt-perhaps there is no way-to 
determine whether injuries occur from an inherently 
dangerous product or from carelessness in using it. 


In addition motor vehicles do not come under the 


authority of the commission. Had they, they would have 
ranked ahead of the non-glass doors but behind bicycles and 
stairs. However, some of the bicycle injuries might have 
been caused in conjunction with motor vehicles. 


There seems to be another misleading application of the 


computer information. Injuries to children under 10 au- 
tomatically increase the product's hazard rating. But 
bicycles are probably used more by children even in today's 
increasingly bike oriented world. And stairs tend merelC to 
increase the seventy of injuries to small children's tumbles 
which can scarcely be avoided. 


There is a difference also between pointing out the 


dangers in some products, putting pressure upon manufac- 
turers to improve safety factors and prohibiting them. 


Certainly the commission will issue standards and warn- 


ings carefully But injuries cannot be completely a\oided 
Living is a dangerous business after all In fact it's fatal. 


Russians and the copyright laws 


Last Ma\ the Scruet Lnion quite unexpectedly announced 


plans to adhere to 'he Gene\a international copyright 
agreement. But its motives were not construed as tending 
toward more freedom of the press 


Instead it was ia^geh assumed that the Russians joined 


the group ;n order :o clamp do\\n on Russian dissident 
authors whose works were being publisned outside of the 
Soviet Union According to the Geneva agreement, adhering 
governments may demand the rights to all the works of 
national authors Nobel Prize winner Alexander Soizhemt- 
syn was particularly mentioned. Unpublished legally in 
Russia, Solzhenitsyn's works have been smuggled out and 
wideK circulated in other countries, including the United 
States 


Just last week the Russians finally formed their own 


copyright organization. Its agency for distribution of news- 
papers and magazines suddenly halted the sale of foreign 
publications it had pirated It will now negotiate with 
foreign firms for publishing rights except in the case of 
newspaper repnnts, not covered by Russian copyright laws 


Meanwhile Mr. Solzhemtsyn was not quiet Since the 


Soviet copyright agency would now have the right to 
distribute his works abroad, the Russian poet demanded 
freedom to circulate his own works within Russia 


He's not likely to get it. The secretary of the board of the 


Russian Writers' Union only last week explained, "although 
the international situation is improving as a result of the 
Soviet peace policy, the ideological struggle remains acute 
Therefore, the agency now being created will conduct its 
work from class positions." 


That includes denying whenever possible the dissemina- 


tion of contrary opinions.

And that's where I ha\e to 
come m, and if it crinkles the brows of mv 
Rooseveinan liberal friends, so be it 


I hear the usual line of how the biggest 


welfare clients are oil barons wuh depletion 
allowances, big corporations with tax shelters, 
bankers with high interest rates and farmers 
with fat subsidies 


Sure, they are aU beneficiaries of subsidies 


But thev are no more fraudulent than many 
welfare recipients Thev are not fraudulent 
because the tax laws were deliberately written 
to fa\or them. Their subsidies, like welfare 
itself, are public pohcv Certainly there are 
cheats among them, and thev are subject to 
prosecution just as welfare cheaters should be 


Avoidance vs. evasion 


\\ elfare cheaters are not in the same category 


as nch people taking advantage of tax laws 
which Congress deliberately wrote to encourage 
them 
There is a tremendous difference 


between tax a\oidance and tax evasion Tax 
avoidance is simple prudence Tax evas'on is 
pumshaole bv law. It's the same difference 
between a poor person who qualifies for welfare 
and one who takes it, but doesn't qualify. 


If we don't like the tax laws, we should work 


for specific reforms, but let's not blur the 
distinction between what ma\ be uniust and 
what is completely illegal 


When welfare recipients are cheating on 


"special needs" categories (asking tor new 
appliances every three or four \ears, and new 
clothing every three or four months), this is 
illegal. 


The working poor keep their appliances run- 


ning 15 to 25 years, and often wear hand-me- 
downs and clothing from rummage sales to 
keep afloat. These appliances did not wear out - 
they were just sold for vacation money and color 
TV sets, luxuries the working poor can ill 
afford 


Welfare mothers complain that they cannot 


work because thev are unskilled, or have 
children to care for, or there are no jobs to their 
liking I say BUNK' There are jobs advertised 
daih in the newspapers Mothers with children 
have worked for vears, before child-sitting fees 
were tax deductible and before Day Care 
centers.

Welfare recipients find the time for protest- 


ing, coffee-klatching over strategy and tactics, 
parking their duffs at the governor's office for 
hours on end, or showing up at the governor's 
residence in big cars to lock the gate and 
prevent staff and family from fulfilling their 
responsibilities 


Surely thev know their time is better spent 


working towards a positive future and goal 
They certainly are bright enough' 


There is a tremendous shortage of secre- 


taries, 
store 
clerks, 
cleaning 
ladies, 


housekeepers, waitresses, cooks These are not 
demeaning jobs Gene--ations of proud, indus- 
trious immigrants worked at such jobs, reared 
and educated their children and satisfied the'r 
mortgages. 


Todav we have the spectacle of professional 


beggars, with a lobbyist, hauling their children

beneath the water 


The white paper said that the project 


had been judged feasible, adding that 
"it would be the best way to meet a 
growing 
need 
and 'acceptable 


arrangements have been made to carry 
it out." 


When the idea was broached in 1802, 


by trie French, Britain welcomed the 


idea But the Napoleonic wars broke out 
again leading finally to Waterloo Since 
then the military has adamantly op- 
posed such a project and many felt that 
such a channel would have subjected 
Britain to an almost certain invasion b> 
the Germans in World War II 


In the 1880s, British engineers ac- 


tually began a tunnel aimed at France 
and commencing near Dover, but the 
project was stopped after they had 
burrowed for two nv'es .another at- 
tempt in 1924 was halted on security 
grounds 


Lnder the present plan to be financed 


by private consortiums ot Britain and 
France, there will be two main tunnels, 
each carrying a single track, plus a 
service tunnel

sin Assembly gave prehminary 
approval to but failed to bring to fma'l 
vote Thursday a bill to move the state's 
September primary elections one week 
closer to the November general elec- 
tions. 


The house endorsed 51-44 a measure 


which sponsors said was aimed at 
shortening length of post-primary cam- 
paigns. 


The bill would move the primary from 


the second Tuesday of September to the 
third Tuesday. It would allow candidates 
to begin circulating nomination papers 
on Aug. 1, rather than in June as under 
existing law, and would require the 
papers to be filed by the last Tuesday in 
office rather than the second Tuesdav of 
July. 


"The people are sick and tired of these 


long campaigns," said Rep. Thomas 
Hauke, DWest Allis. 


However, the measure failed to gam 


the two-thirds vote needed for a final 
vote. 


In other action, the lower house passed 


and sent to the Senate a bill to require 
drivers to use the low beam on their 
headlights when fog, smog, smoke, 
snowfall or drifting snow reduces 
visibility to less than 500 feet. 


It gave final legislative approval to a 


bill which deletes the requirement that 
a person who contracts to do work in his 
home must first get a permit from the 
State Departmrnt of Industry, Labor and 
Human Relations.

The very word "cancer" raises fear m 


most people, but on the basis of known 
facts, 1 do not think there should be 
such anxien among members of your 
blood bank 


There is no documented case of 


cancer being transmuted fay blood 
transfusions in normal human beings — 
and be!ie\e me. th;s is something that 
has been watched w ith great care 


In experimental laboratory animals 


(such as mice) one form of blood cancer 
has been transmuted by injecting blood 
with that particular disease, but mice 
aren't people and to my knowledge it 
applies only to thai particular cancer. 


So I repeat. We have no case in which 


a normal human being has been proved 
to get cancer from a transfusion, . and 
until such a thing is known to have 
happened, I am unwilling to believe that 
it can happen at all. 


As further evidence, quite a few years 


ago 
actual 
cancer 
tissue 
was 


transplanted into volunteers, some who 
already had cancer and some who did 
not. 


/This transplanted tissue survived and 
grew m the patients who already had 
cancer. But, without exception, it did 
not survive in those who did not have 
cancer. 


So if \ou can't transmit cancer with 


actual tissue, I do not see how it could 
be done with blood. Personally I'll con- 
tinue blood bank activities as usual 
until there is evidence of harm. I doubt 
if there will be.

legislature to curb the board's policy 
responsibilities within the university 
system, and then debated the use or 
misuse of a three-letter word. 


The word was •'and" and its absence 


from an amendment to the controversial 
university merger implementation bill 
left many regents concerned over possi- 
ble restrictions placed upon them bv the 
lawmakers. 


Their reference was to an amendment 


prepared by Rep. Herbert Grover, D- 
Shawano, that was accepted almost 
unanimously by the Assembly's Educa- 
tion Committee last week. 


The amendment restricts the regents 


from authorizing any new graduate 
school without legislative approval, a 
situation that Regent Roland Dav of 
Madison said was "setting a dangerous 
precedent " 


The Grover amendment sets up a 


criterion by which a new graduate school 
shall be deemed created, if a dean had 
been appointed and if a separate ins- 
tructional program from" the ones 
currently at the school were being es- 
tablished 


If both conditions are to be met, if they 


are separated fay "and", the regents 
have no argument. But if either one 
stands aione, it would force the regents to 
go to the legislature when it tries to set up 
graduate programs through its new mis- 
sion statement program.

Compulsory inspection of vehicles for
